ANILA, Nov. 28.—[By Manila Cable.} Three hun- 
dred Moros are known to have been killed and many 
others were carried off, dead or wounded, as a result of five 
days of severe fighting in Jolo between the American troops 
under Gen. Leonard Wood, and the insurgents. Maj. H. charge American 
L. Scott of the Fourteenth Cavalry and five American pri- 
vates were wounded. Gen. Wood landed near Siet Lake in 
Jolo, November 12. The Mo 
fighting began immediately and continued until Novem- 


Maj. Scott was taking Panglima Hassen, the Moro 
leader, who had been made prisoner, to Jolo. While en 
route, Hassen asked to be allowed to see his family. 
appeal was granted, and he thereupon lead Maj. Scott into 
an ambush, where the American detachment was fired upon. 
Maj. Scott was shot in both hands. Hassen succeeded in 
escaping during this unexpected attack, but is supposed 
to have been killed the following day. 
The fighting took place in a country covered with 
swamps and rocks. The Moros were driven across the 
country from Siet Lake to the town which Hassen had 
made his headquarters, and where it was reported that the 
Moros were 2000 strong. 


The rebel position was attacked in the flank by the 
American troops, which inflicted a loss of fifty killed on 
Ans the Moros. Hassen, with a small party, surrendered. The 
| rest of the Moros wefit into the swamps, 
8 -were driven November 16, leaving 76 dead behind them. 
November 17, the American force renewed the attack 
on the retreating Moros, of whom 40 more were killed. 
The rebel forces have been literally destroyed by these 
operations. Gen. Wood says the indications are that there 
will be no éxtension of the uprising, which was 
without difficulty. 

_ November 18, Gen. Wood started on an expedition 
against a body of 2000 Moros, who are in the mountains 
back of Tablibi.

Principal Fight is Against Glanders 
and Anthrax, Both of Which Diseases 
are Communicable to Man—Hog Chol- 
era Due to Dirty Swill Feeding. 


Among other officials who have their 
work to do in looking out for the gen- 
eral welfare, but whose efforts are un- 
noticed by the rank and file, is the 
County Stock Inspector, whose duty is 
to keep the horses, cattle, mules and 
hogs of the community free from con- 
tagious disease. There is nothing 
poetical about the work, according to 
Dr. Ward B. Rowland, the incumbent, 
but were the office to cease tomorrow 
it would not bé long before its needs 
would be felt, and keit hard. 

Horses are subject to glanders and 
certain other maladies of a contagious 
epidemic nature. Cattle have anthrax, 
Texas fever and similar ailments, 
while dhe hog has cholera: Glanders 
and authrax demand particular atten- 
tion, Because both are diseases com- 
municable to the human animal, and 
fatal to man. Of them Dr. Rowland 
says: 

“It may be a surprise to many, but 
is no less a fact that glanders has 
been prevalent to a considerable ex- 
tent in Los Angeles county in spite of 
our mom earnest efforts to stamp it 
out. There have even been human 
deaths from it. The disease is an af- 
fection of the lymphatic system, and is 
generally fatal in a few months, 
though it sometimes lingers several 
years. In the horse it ie an insid 
malady, occuring in animals which 
present every outward evidence of be- 
ing sound excepting a slight discharge 
from che nose. Being thus difficult to 
detect unless one is an expert, a num 
ber of dealers in this city have made 
it a practice to sell glandered horses 
at a cheap price, stating they had 
colds. The ice has made a grea: 
deal of trouble, for the purchasers, no: 
knowing the dangerous -condition of 
their purchase, usually take no pre- 
cautions to isolate him tuntil he has

Extreme 
precautions must be taken. One has 
no idea what I have to contend with 
in killing infected horses: owners per- 
sist in believing their animals are 
sound and resent their belng killed, in 
sound and resent their being 
killed, in some cases threaicn- 
ing me with personal violence. 
They resort to all manner of 
devices to conceal evidences of glin- 
ders; the principal sien „ runnine a’ 
the nose. I have found sponges up a 
horse’s nostrila, perforatea aud sp Ad 
by clock springs so as to hold back 
the pus and make the horte swailow 
it. but allow him to breathe. Time 
and agair I have condemned hore+s 
| only to find them afterward let to run 
at large with others; in one case a 
giandered horse was killed and fed 
to hogs. 

“If something could be done to stop 
these dealers from selling horses that 
| they know are glandered it would do 
much to stamp out the disease. 850 
long as they are working at cross pur- 
poses with me no lasting good can 
be done. 

“There is another thing that should 
be agitated, and that le in reference 
to the hogs that are being fed on swill 
in the river bottom. Manv of these 
have hog cholera and will always have 
le #0 long as they are fed on this dis- 
ease-breeding stuff. 

“The Texas fever in cattle is pretty 
well stamped out: the area of infec- 
tion is getting smaller every year. The 
importation of cattle from places 
where t exists has practically been 
stopped. Anthrax still rages to a con- 
siderable extent. It is a disease that 
can be contracted by man, and its 
therefore one to be especially watched. 

“No, sir, you may think the stock 
inspector's work is an easy job, but 
you were never worse mistaken in 
your lite,“ concluded Dr. Rowland. “I 
have told only a few of my troubles.

INEMAN, SPARE THAT TREE. | 

Recent comments of The Times on 
the neediess_mutilation of shade trees 
in this city have met with hearty 
and very general indorsement on the 
part of citizens, several of whose com- 
munications have been printed as an 
expression of the general protest 
against this unjustifiable damaging of 
property. The Counc!! has not, as yet, 
taken any definite action for the pro- 
tection of trees. Such action will very 
Hkely de taken in the near future: 
for the municipal Legislature, repre- 
Benting the people and the public in- 
terests, cannot well ignore what 
amounts to a virtually unanimous 
public protest and demand. 

Trees are among the most practical, 
weeful and beautiful features of ur- 
ban adornmen:. The most beautiful 
cities of the world are those which are 
liberally supplied with shade trees. It 
is easily within the possibilities for 
Ios Angeles to become one of the most 
beautiful cities in the world—i¢ not 
the most beautiful—for it has number- 
less natural advantages such as are 
possessed by no other city in the 
world. But it is an indispensable pre- 
requisite, if we are to realize the pos- 
sibilities of our city in the way of 
adornment, tha: shede trees should be 
generaliy pianted and carefully pre- 
served. Obviously, this cannot be 
done if electric linemen, or any other 
persons, are to be allowed to cut and 
slash the trees at their pleasure. 

Not merely from the esthetic point 
of view are the shade trees desirable. 
In a utilitarian pense they are neces- 
sary to the comfort of those who use 
the streets in all the residence sec- 
tions of the city. They are needed in 
lose Angeles much more than in east- 
ern cities, because we have more days 
of sunshine during the year—and in 
all months of the year—than are 
known in any cities of the Bast. In 
las Angeles, on almost any day in 
the year, it is cool in the shade, no 


matter how warm ii may be in the 


sun. West Adams street, for example, 


which is well shaded throughout a. 


ich is mere likely to be in 

than in July. Some other 

streets in the city are well supplied 
with shade tree, but as a rule the city 


owners are deterreg from planting 
trees because oF the ruthless manner 
in which those that are already grow- 
ing are slashed and disfigured by the 
electric lineman. They say, “What is 
the use in taking all the trouble of 
planting and caring for trees, to see 
them so disfigured by licensed vandals 
as to become a thing of ugliness in- 
stead of being, as they might and 
ought to be, ‘a thing of beauty and a 
joy forever?” That there is much 
force in this argument is apparent. It 
is equally apparent that the argument 
will be shorn of its foree after the City 
Council shall have taken the action 
which is demanded by citizens and 
property owners generally for the sult- 
able and sensible protection of such 
trees as are now growing in the city, 
and for the proper encouragement of 
this highly desirable feature of urban 
adornment.. When the Council] shall 
have taken such action, the organiza- 
tion of tree-planting associations and 
municipal art jeagues will mean 
something.

Scientific Temperance. 

Rev. C. C. Willett delivered a pre- 

lude on “Scientific Temperance” in the 
-avenue Baptist Church last 
evening, in which he said: 

“By scientific temperance I mean 
the application of scientific rules and 
principies to temperance teaching and 
work. It involves accuracy of olcerva- 
tion and statement concerning the 
phenomenon of imemperance, and 
the tracing of this condition, through 
all ite various processes and connec; 
tions, to its socondary and primary 
causes. It involves, also, the careful! 
consideration of te influences, or con- 
sequences of intemperance, both upon 
the individual and upon soctety at 
large. Scientific temperance takes 
nothing for granted. It deals with 
mattes of fact, testing, 
separating. classifying everything it 
touches. It is intensely practical in its 
methods. Its statements are measured, 
its words weighed. It does nat apneal 
td tne imagination, but to common 
sense, or, rather, to the common 
senses, and through them to the rea- 
son. it accepts nothing upon mere au- 
thority, nor does it expect its conclu- 
sions to be accepted only so far as 
the: are supported by incontrovertible 
facte. It walke by sight, and not by 
faith. Abandoning the fallacious, in- 
genious and temporary shelters which 
were sometimes improvised by the 
early pioneer reformers, it invites the 
temperance soldier to turn his heavi- 
est guns upon the enemy from behind 
the granite breastworks of ascertained 
and demonstrated fact. 

“Scientific temperance ts a child of 
necessity, the product and, also, the 
poineer, of an advanced & of the 
temperance reformation. effer- 
vescent stage has and we find 
ourselves today called upon to take up 
and carry on the work under alto- 
gether different conditions from those 
which environed our noble predeces- 
sors, Mere enthusiasm counts for very 
little now. Facts—hard, stubborn, dem- 
onstrable facts—are the only am- 
munition that pays the temperance ad- 
vocate for carrfage and use. The dem- 
onstration by parade, and regaljia, and 
brase band, and outward show, must 
now be heavily discounted in favor of 
the demonstration of the spirit and 
power of the truth. The spirit of the 
age shows a decidedly scientific trend. 
and science, above all others, is now 
the word to cenjure with: not only 
with the world’s great thinkers, but 
among the masses of the people. In 
these, other kindred facts and 
conditions, we see the need, and, there- 
fore, the justification of the scientific 
temperance movement. The term we 
are discussing is a comprehensive one.

There is the broad and 
fertile field of history. This, too, must 
be scientifically surveyed and tilled and 
Its defintte yield be harvested and 
garnered in the interest of temper- 
ance. It will not be sufficient to col- 
late the fragmentary accou. ts of bibu- 
lous or anti-bibulous historians, but 
their multifarious statements must be 
sifted and winnowed, and only those 
that can be proved and verified by 
scientific criticism will considered

Nea sonable ness of Scripture. 

In the continuation of his series of 
aermons on the “Reasonableness of the 
Christian Religion,” Rev. A. C. Smith- 
er preached at the First Christian 
Church last night upon “Biblical 
Teaching Upon the Subject of Conver- 
sion Reasonable.” He said, in part: 

“Conversion ie a word that covers the 
act or process by which a person is 
admitted into the church of Christ, 
the kingdom of God. The sacred 
teachings on this all- important subject 
are in harmony with the deepest rea-

“That all men need conversion is the 
clear teaching of Scripture. Jesus 
sald, ‘Pixcept a man be born again, he 
can not enter the kingdem of God.’ 
Paul says that “all have sinned and 
and come short of the glory of God.’ 
A change must be wrought before a 
man can harmonize with the divine 

rfection. This doctrine is confirmed 
y experienced observation and reason. 
Man must be changed before he could 
be accepted of God. 

“Men must do something to bring 
abort thelr acceptance with God. Je- 


sus said: ‘Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the ki om of heaven but he 


thet doeth the will of my Father who 
is in heaven.’ This statement accords 
Win the whole of Biblical teaching. 
Buch a doctrine accords with the whole 
basis of law, society human life. 
men have ability. ting upon this 
is responsibility and growing out of it 
accountability. it ie as reasonable to 
expect that man shall be as respon- 
sible to God for his conduct as it is 
for man te demand such accountabil- 
ity from his fellow-man. 

“The requirements of the divine 
word with reference to obedience to 
Christ in conversion are also réason- 
able. Faith lies at the Very basis of 
obedience to Christ. Without faith it 
is impossible to please . Upon 
faith the whole of the Christian sys- 
tem rests. Here, as elsewhere. faith 
is indispensable. All of social. fam- 
lly, commereial and civil life its de- 
pendent upon the practice of faith. It 
is aw reasonable that our religious life 
8 rest upon it as in ordinary af- 
aira. 

“The Bible also enjoins 
upon the part of one who desires ac- 
ceptance at his hands. ‘Except ye re- 
pent ye shall also perish,’ is the di- 
vine message. Men are in sin. Den 
has great power over their lives. 
They are defiled by it. God requires 
thet men be sorrowful for their sins 
and with changed hearts and purified 
lives come with thelr offerings to 
Him. Surely this is ‘but the demand 
of reason. It could got be expect 
that men should vome to God with- 
out a penitence that Is as deep as their 
sinfulness. 

“The culminating act of obedience 
from the part of a penitent believer 
by which he comes to God is Christien 
baptism. This is a public renuncia- 
tion of self and sinfuiness and a pub- 
lic avowal of allegiance to Christ. 
Every order among men has some kind 
of ceremony of ineugural or initiation. 
All nations have vertain laws of nat- 
uralisation. It harmonizes with rea- 
son that the same fundamenta)! law in 
human pature that requires such an 
act of iniation in human orders would 
obtain tn the divine requirements and 
such is bantism.”

The conscientious soul will recognize 
in duty—its own, and not another’s— 
the divine call ta act according to its 
personal capacity and opportunity.

SAN JACINTO VALLEY. 


SANTA FE MAY HAVE.A RIVAL IN 


THAT FERTILE SEOTION. 


This Year's Enormous Crops Attract 
Attention to District in Which There 


| RIVERSIDE, Nov. 22.—There is 
promise of a pretty three-cornered 
‘ fight to see who will tap the fertile 
| San Jacinto valley with a new trans- 
portation line. That section has had a 
remarkably prosperous year, and 3 
great has been the increase in travel 
that the need of better facilities has 
become apparent. The freight traffic 
has been of such volume as to show 
that the present arrangements are al- 
together inadequate. * 

The first section to grasp the situa- 
tion was Redlands, and as soon as the 
energetic Board of Trade made the 
discovery that such a rich and prom- 
ising locality could be made tributary 
to that pretty city, they were not 
slow in realizing the possibilities: They 
discovered an alir-line route which 
would have but one stone culvert and 
the road would only be twenty-two 
miles long. They were making 
| headway. when the Chamber of 

merce of this city was made aware 
of the condition of affairs. This re- 
sulted in some pretty lively skirmish- 
ing, and now it begins to look as 
though the rich upper country would 
be ith tie county 
, Seat by means of either an electric 

line or another direct railroad. 

| While these two rival cities are spar- 
| ring over the big undertaking, a third 
party has been making a move that 
may eventually set at naught all the 
schemes of the two aspirants for the 
San Jacinto valley's patronage, and 
this is the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
That company has been quietly ex- 
tending a new line some fifteen miles 
out from the town of Banning, and 
knowing ones say that if the complete 
plans were made known it would 
show that the big corporation has cov- 
etous eyes on that rich section. Such 
a line would, if built from this city, 
tap an orange-growing belt at Moreno, 
olives in abundance at Lakeview, the 
famous San Jacinto, lime kilns, nu- 
merous hot springs and mountain re- 
sorts, the flourishing towns of San Ja- 
cinto and Hement, thence through 
Dark Canyon with its marvelous tim- 
ber growth yet untouched, and on up 
toward Idyllwild. 

The Huntington-Harriman people are 
said to be considering the advisability 
of extending the Pacific Electric route 
from Riverside, taking in all the lo- 
calittes enumerated. It is reported

LOS ANGELES BOYS START ON 
" DARING TRIP.

They Will Brave Russians and Celer 


tial Bandits in an Attempt to Picture 
Things in the Interior of Manchuria 


and the Yo Hi Highlands. 


— 


Daring is the venture just attempied 
by two young Angelefios, Jack Me- 
Gilvray and W. E. Redfern. These 
youths started on Saturday for the 
Orient, taking with them a complete 
moving picture outfit, with which they 
will take photographs for show pur- 
poses. 

Their destination is the Chinese- 
Russian province of Manchuria, and 
in this disputed territory they pro- 
pose to work—provided they are not 
absolutely forced to desist by officials 
of either government. They will turn 
their biograph lene upon everything 
from Russian soldiery to Chinese la- 
bor, and their pictures will be used 
for exhibition purposes only. Unlike 
many other followers of the camera, 
they are not trying to solve or ex- 
pose any racial and industrial prob- 
lems. Moving-picture firms pay a 
handsome price for rare views, and 
these are what the two Southern Call- 
fornia boys hope to get. 

They will be piloted by an uncle of 
MeGilvray, who has been in the mer- 
cantile business within the province 
of Manchuria for more than fifteen 
years. Both the boys have been work- 
ing at photography for some time, and 
it was at the uficie’s suggestion that 
MeGlivray, aecompanied by Redfern, 


prepared to go across the Pacific. 
The pair left Saturday, and will pro- 
ceed at once to China. A 


ment for their outfit awaits them in 
San Francisco. 

Once in Manchuria. they will find 
quarters with a Russian colonel. a 
friend of McGllvray’s uncle. They 
propose to take a large assortment of 
pictures of Chinese life, scenery and 
customs, and they will especialiy look 
out for the amusing side of new im- 
provements, such as the introduction 
of railways, steamships and automo- 

es. 

Later they will go into the heart of 
the Yo Hi Mountains, a district ex- 
tremely primitive in character, popu- 
lated by the rudest class of low-caste 
Chinese. Here the twentieth century 
has never yet penetrated, and the 
workings of the old Celestial civiliza- 
tion of centuries ago is still in full 
swing. The district is also infested 
by bandits, who have rendezvous in 
the nooks and valleys of the Yo Hi 


Before they come home they hope to 
reach the heart of Peking, and get 
some prize views of the City. 
If they meet with success they may 
travel through India, taking ship for 
Great Britain, and returning to the 
United States via an Atlantic steam- 
ship line. 

For the past three years McGillivray 
and Redfern have been view photog- 
raphers in Cuba and Porto Rico, and 
have always hit it.

The word food is here uad 
in its proper sense, as the Lord's Su- 
per” as observed by the Dunkards is 
u meal of plain victuals, combining the 
spiritual and the social. 

After the communicants were seated 
the feet washing began. It is a strange 
ceremony. The first man at the table 
gravely removes his coat, and ties an 
apron about his waist. At the same 
time his neighbor despoiis himself of 
his shoes and socks, and rolls up his 
pants. A smal! tin tub has been placed 
in readiness, and into this the man in 
the shirt sleeve gravely places his 
neighbor's feet and bathes them, wip- 
ing them on his apron. Then the other 
man removes his coat, girds himself in 
the apron the other wore, and bathes 


the latter's feet.
